MEMORANDUM FOR THE RECORD 
Morning Meeting of 28 December 1965 


Mr. Helms was in the chair as Acting DCI. 

DD/I described a developing relationship between NASA and ORR. 
Webb and Seamans of NASA have requested information relating to the 
economic implications for certain foreign countries of space and 
weapons technology. NASA is giving thought to pursuing foreign policy 
objectives by taking steps toward integration of Western Europe and 
Japan with the U. S. through technological exchanges. 

DD/I noted that Secretary Freeman has been given an Agency memo 
dealing with Indian facilities for the handling and distribution of food. 

DD/I noted that Senator Symington currently on a round-the-world 
trip intends to look closely into NATO matters when he reaches Paris. 

DD/I noted receipt of a letter of appreciation for Agency support 
to an interagency study group on China. 

DD/I cited the current monthly report on the status of foreign-flag 
shipping to NVN. The number of ChiCom ships providing NVN with 
economic goods is on the increase. (See Action 1) 

DD/I noted completion of a detailed study by the DD/I Research 
Staff dealing with the ChiCom and Soviet roles in support to NVN. Mr. 
Helms said he wanted to see a copy of this. 

~^ oted that SAC strikes and U-2 reconnaissance operations 
in Vietnam have been approved for resumption. Other air operations 
over NVN remain stood down. 


tabled a map of the drone shootdown by MIGs in NVN on 
24 December. Analysis of the evidence leaves no doubt that ChiCom 
aircraft from Mengtzu carried out the attack and that the shootdown 
occurred in NVN. 
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I noted the NLFSVN announcement of a four-day truce 

during the coming Tet holidays next month. This has been a standard 
annual occurrence.

I reported on the analysis of the MIG-21 versus U. S. 

tactical aircraft in the SEA theater. Performance differences are not 
great, and specific readings await the actual test of experience and a 
knowledge of pilot performance and tactics. 

It was noted that Foreign Minister Fanfani resigned in Rome today 
in the aftermath of the recent "peace feeler. " 

Mr. Helms inquired about the status of briefing materials for the 
DCI's use on the Hill next month. Work is proceeding. 

Kent reported on the conversation he and | | had with Walt 

Rostow concerning NIE's yesterday. (See Action 2) 

DD/S&T reported that word of the presence of C-band radars in 
NVN remains inconclusive. CIA and DIA have agreed not to publish 
on this subject pending proof. 

DD/S&T noted that the charter for SAC U-2 reconnaissance in the 
Vietnam area has been extended to include a belt thirty miles inside 
Cambodia over the Vietnam border. 

DD/S&T noted an unusual Soviet satellite launch yesterday. The 
purpose is not known but the orbit suggests that it may be intended for 
an eventual rendezvous over the launch pad with another vehicle yet 
to be fired. 

DD/S&T noted still another Soviet satellite launched this morning. 
Purpose is not yet known. 

DD/S&T said the outlook was for a Soviet effort to launch a 
vehicle on New Year's Day for a soft landing on the moon. 
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DD/P tabled a memo setting forth the 
assessment of the Indonesian situation including a rundown on the 
events during the 3 0 September coup. 
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Mr. Helms noted newspaper reports of scientific meetings in
